The * train proved too groat for him, aud 
for the seoond time in the course of the 
trial he gave way to his feelings and 
sought relief In toara

oonrt, their subordinates have pointed 
the finger of scorn at him.

Oooe flinched—when the official report 
of his treatment on Devil's island was 
rend before him and the pic tures of his 
sufferings, mental and physical, were 
thrown vividly on the screen of his 
memory 
Then he hid hta features and 
woph 
He passed through another such crisis 
yesterday when, after Captain Lebrun 
Renault and witne*« after witness had 
brought op before him that ooid January 
morning which ushered the scene of 
his degradation. 
Major Forxinetti, a 
man of heart, told iu simple words and 
unaffected mauucr the story of Dreyfus’ 
straggle with the maddemug tempta­ 
tion to take his life and the interven­ 
tion of his wife, as an angoi, pointing 
out the road of duty. 
Then again the 
prieonerV brea* heaved with emotion, 
and tear drops trickled down his cheeks. 
He rooe, aud after a foroed effort to re­ 
main culm, m he «puke a few words 
ooooerumg his denial to Colonel Da 
Paty de Glam that he wrote the bordt 
eau, he turned to Foreinetti with a look 
t*f fixanks for his 
nsalatiou so needed. 
Dreyfos then altered these words of 
heartfelt gratitude to his wife for the 
courage with which she had inspired 
him; “It is due to her that I am olive 
today." 
The prisoner oonld articulate 
no more, bat sat down abruptly to con­ 
ceal bis distress. 
The proceeding* concluded a few 
minutes later and he was taken back to 
his prison, where his wife visited him, 
and in the presence of Mom. Dreyfos 
and the gendarmes on guard he broke 
dowu completely. 
The tension had 
been too much for him. He sobbed con­ 
vulsively, and the partner of his sor­ 
rows joined him in a solace of toara 
Captain Lebrun-Renault and the sup­ 
porters of his assertion of the Dreyfus 
Oonfession bad an inuing lasting nearly 
the entire session, their de positions con­ 
taining little but whut had already been 
stated before the oourt of cassation. 
Captain Lebrun-Renault introduced 
the new aa&ertkm that the fact that he 
had not related the incident of the con­

The strain proved too groat fen* him, and 
for the erooood time in the coarse of the 
trial be gave way to his feelings aud 
sought relief In tear* 
The generals 
have branded him as a traitor before the 
ooort, their subordinates have pointed 
th© finger of scorn at him.
